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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 
L Claims 1-16, and 18-19 drawn to animal models of allergy, methods of making 
said animal models and methods of using said animal models to screen agents, 
classified in classes 800, subclasses 3 and 9. 
II. Claims 17 and 20, drawn to methods of treating or preventing allergy by 

administering an agent, classified in classes 514 or 424, subclasses 2 or 44 or 93.2. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: the 
methods of treating or preventing allergy using an agent of Invention II differ substantially in 
methodology and reagent use than the methods of screening agents in an animal model of allergy 
or the animal model of allergy of Invention I. Further, the agent of Invention II may be identified 
or made without using the instant screening method of Invention I, such as by testing agents in 
vitro. It is also noted that the animal model itself does not require the agent for its production or 
use. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, different 
classification, and different search requirements, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 
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a) atopic dermatitis 

b) atopic asthma 

c) conjunctival allergy 

d) allergic rhinitis 

e) food allergy 

f) uticaria 

g) contact dermatitis 

h) allergic reactions to drugs 

i) anaphylaxis 

j) autoimmune disease 

k) organ transplant rejection /alio or xeno tissue transplant rejection.

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims 
to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations 
of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37
